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PRESIDENT'S     LETTER 


The  issue  of  scope  of  practice  will  continue  to  be 
the  overriding  concern  of  professional  optom- 
etry throughout  the  1990's.  However,  I  would 
hope  that  this  issue  will  have  played  out  in  all 
state  legislatures  by  the  year  2000.  Even  so,  there 
will  remain  the  more  complex  problem  of  assuring 
that  the  graduates  of  our  schools  and  colleges  of 
optometry  have  the  education  and  experience  to 
provide  full  scope  care  in  all  states.  Our  educational 
programs  must  provide  a  foundation  for  life-long 
learning  and  sufficient  clinical  experience  throughout 
the  90's  so  that  our  graduates  will  be  able  to  assume 
ever  expanding  roles  in  the  twenty-first  century. 

It  is  obvious  that  in  the  year  2000,  optometrists 
will  be  responding  to  ever  increasing  advances  in 
technology.  In  my  opinion,  the  use  of  lasers  by 
optometrists  will  be  debated  frequently  in  our 
association  meetings  and  perhaps  even  tested  in  some 
legislative  bodies.  Some  visionaries  may  even  be 
looking  beyond  lasers  toward  more  invasive 
procedures.  On  the  other  hand,  the  use  of  technicians 
and  the  delegation  of  routine  duties  by  optometrists 
will  still  lag  behind  what  is  logical. 

Politically,  the  most  important  issue  at  the  turn  of 
the  century  will  be  gaining  our  rightful  position  as  an 
independent  provider  in  federal  health  legislation. 
Some  form  of  national  health  regulation  or  financing 
program  will  have  emerged  or  be  near  passage  by 
2000.  Optometry  must  fight  to  become  more  visible 
and  better  understood  to  receive  appropriate  inclusion 
within  such  legislation.  This,  in  turn,  will  lead  to  a 
greater  demand  for  public  and  professional 
accountability. 

The  twenty-first  century  will  dictate  many  changes; 
but  if  approached  with  knowledge  and  vision,  our 
profession  should  be  able  to  transform  these  into 
opportunities. 
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hile  just  100  years  young,  optometry  is 
entering  the  twenty-first  century  with  many 
new  challenges.  How  do  we  direct  and 
maintain  the  exponential  growth  in  the 
knowledge  and  technical  advances  in  our  field?  How 
do  we  continue  to  recruit  and  train  new  optometrists 
prepared  in  ALL  aspects  of  eye  care,  in  a  timely  and 
affordable  manner? 

The  alumni  have  an  important  role  in  meeting 
these  challenges.  First  and  foremost,  we  cannot 
continue  to  practice  as  when  we  first  graduated. 
Continuing  education  and  self-directed  programs  are 
available  and  necessary.  Utilizing  the  new  talent  of 
the  recent  graduates  as  associates,  in  balance  with 
our  experience,  can  only  expand  the  scope  and  depth 
of  professional  practice.  Second,  we  can  help  to 
develop  the  best  pool  of  students  applying  to  the 
schools  of  optometry.  Talk  to  a  high  school  class 
about  optometry;  become  a  school  science  fair  judge 
or  project  advisor.  Talk  to  interested  young  patients 
about  the  work  you  do.  If  each  alumnus  was  able  to 
recruit  one  successful  optometric  student,  the  health 
of  the  profession  would  be  guaranteed  forever. 
Lastly,  the  alumni  must  be  diligent  that  the 
profession  of  optometry  remembers  its  roots.  As  a 
group,  the  alumni  must  help  to  guide  the  profession 
through  its  growth  and  development  into  the 
therapeutic  and  public  health  arenas,  while 
maintaining  the  balance  of  the  visual,  ophthalmic, 
and  functional  aspects  of  our  profession.  Volunteer 
to  go  on  VOSH  trips;  provide  summer  and  part  time 
employment  opportunities  for  optometric  students 
and  finally  support  NEWENCO  and  its  Alumni 
Association  financially,  as  well  as  participating  at 
school  and  alumni  sponsored  activities. 

Not  only  will  these  activities  benefit  the  profes- 
sion as  a  whole,  but  they  will  enhance  our  own  self 
being  as  professionals  and  members  of  society.

gland Shelter  for  Homeless  Veterans,  17  Court  Street,  Bos- 
ton. The  benefit  helped  raise  more  than  $25,000  for  the 
endowment  through  individual  and  corporate  support. 

John  T.  Tynan,  benefit  chairman  and  college  trustee, 
assembled  a  representative  committee  of  business,  political, 
and  veterans  organization  leaders  from  around  New  En- 
gland. Also  serving  on  the  committee  were  trustees  John 
Asarkof,  O.D.;  Lester  M.  Brackley,  O.D.;  Francis  DiMella; 
and  Maurice  Goulet.  Once  the  event  was  announced,  the 
New  England  Foundation  for  Vision  Awareness,  formerly 
named  the  Auxiliary  of  the  New  England  Council  of  Op- 
tometrists donated  $2,500  to  initiate  the  effort.  According  to

group  that  has  been  overlooked  and  ignored.  We  hope  our 
contribution  will  make  a  difference." 

NEWENCO  Trustee  Francis  DiMella,  a  principal  at  the 
architectural  firm  Huygens,  DiMella,  Shaffer  and  Associ- 
ates in  Boston,  worked  with  Shelter  founder  Ken  Smith  to 
convert  the  former  Veterans  Administration  building  into  a 
shelter  for  homeless  veterans.  Mr.  DiMella  was  instrumen- 
tal in  bringing  together  The  New  England  College  of  Op- 
tometry and  the  New  England  Shelter  for  Homeless 
Veterans  in  a  joint  venture  to  provide  eyecare  to  homeless 
veterans.  Under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Terrance  Neylon, 
NEWENCO's  director  of  administration  and  planning  and  a 
Shelter  board  member,  this  optometry  clinic  went  from  a 
concept  to  reality. 

The  start-up  cost  of  the  clinic  was  fully  underwritten  by 
the  College.  According  to  President  Larry  R.  Clausen,  "We 
equipped  and  staffed  this  clinic,  because  we  knew  it  was  the 
right  thing  to  do  for  the  veterans,  our  College,  and  our 
students.  In  addition  to  providing  a  ready-made  patient 
base  for  our  students,  this  clinic  introduces  our  students  to 
the  obligations  that  optometry  has  to  community  service." 

The  clinic  presently  is  open  two  days  a  week,  with  plans 
to  expand  the  optometry  service  to  three  days  a  week. 
According  to  Dr.  Daniel  Kurtz,  clinic  director,  "For  many  of 
the  homeless  veterans,  the  eye  clinic  is  their  first  contact 
with  a  health  care  system  —  often  their  first  contact  with 
optometry  since  their  induction  into  the  service."  He  con- 
tinued, "My  work  at  the  Shelter  is  one  of  the  most  personally 
rewarding  experiences  of  my  career."

DEAN  MORRIS  APPLEBAUM

What  interested  you   in  the  position  of  dean  of  academic  affairs  at  The  New 
England  College  of  Optometry  when  you  applied  for  the  position  in  March  of  1990? 

I've  known  a  number  of  the  faculty  here  for  many  years.  I  got  to  know  Drs.  Heath, 
Kurtz,  Carlson,  and  Hines  at  professional  meetings  and  worked  on  a  couple  of  major 
projects  with  the  National  Board  with  Dr.  Heath.  As  such  I  got  to  know  quite  a  bit  about 
the  College.  I  felt  that  I  reached  the  point  in  my  career,  that  when  a  dean's  position 
became  available  that  I  thought  that  I  was  qualified  for,  I  would  apply.  I  felt 
NEWENCO  offered  a  good  match  for  the  talents,  experience,  and  interests  that  I  have. 
When  the  opportunity  arose,  I  spoke  with  Dr.  Clausen  and  explored  with  him  his 
thoughts  on  the  institution's  strengths  and  weaknesses  and  what  was  really  needed 
for  the  position.  It  became  clear  to  me  that  the  size  and  structure  of  the  school  was 
similar  to  my  alma  mater  and  familiar  to  me  in  general  organization.  The  individuals 
that  I  had  met  were  wonderful  people  to  work  with  and  I  believed  from  everything 
that  I  could  learn  that  this  would  be  a  pleasant  work  environment  with  a  strong, 
supportive  faculty. 

In  discussions  with  people  it  became  clear  that  the  clinical  program  needed  a  lot  of 
attention.  Since  my  emphasis  in  administration  had  been  in  developing  and  running 
clinical  programs  for  12  years  and  having  developed  a  reputation  for  expertise  in 
clinical  education  and  evaluation,  I  thought  my  background  would  be  well  suited  to 
NEWENCO. 


As  a  result  of  your  experience  as  director  of  clinics  at  Southern  California  College  of 
Optometry,  what  are  your  suggestions  for  upgrading  the  Boston  Optometric  Center 
and  what  were  you  looking  for  in  a  new  clinic  director  for  BOC? 

After  meeting  with  a  number  of  faculty  and  putting  together  a  director  search 
committee,  and  after  consulting  with  the  Board  of  Trustee's  BOC  committee,  we  all 
pretty  much  agreed  that  what  we  needed  was  someone  with  clinical  expertise,  and  a 
solid  background  in  education.  The  person  had  to  have  reasonable  administrative 
experience,  excellent  people  skills,  enthusiasm,  and  preferably  a  very  positive 
national  reputation. 

Dr.  Selvin,  our  new  director  of  BOC,  is  a  man  who  is  nationally  recognized  as  a 
clinician,  clinical  educator,  and  lecturer  in  ocular  disease  and  ocular  pharmacology. 
He  has  published  many  journal  articles  and  has  recently  co-authored  a  book  on  visual 
fields.  He  is  chief  of  optometry  at  the  VA/West  Los  Angeles  Medical  Center.  He  has 
a  very  large  teaching  program,  with  six  fourth-year  students  full-time,  and  four 
residents  which  provides  him  with  great  experience  in  teaching.  Additionally,  he  has 
had  administrative  experience  in  the  VA  as  chair  of  the  VA  committee  on  clinical 
education.  Dr.  Selvin  has  a  great  personality,  temperament  and  sense  of  humor.  I  have 
never  met  anybody  who  did  not  like  Dr.  Selvin.  The  most  positive  thing  that  I  can  say 
about  him  is  that  no  matter  who  I  spoke  to  about  him  everyone  said  "you  are  very  lucky 
to  get  a  person  like  him."  I  personally  worked  closely  with  him  eight  years  and  I  have 
great  confidence  in  his  ability. 

Back  to  the  first  part  of  your  question  —  we  need  to  develop  an  increase  in  the 
patient  population  at  the  Boston  Optometric  Center.  The  COE  (Council  on  Optometric

Education)  in  its  accreditation  report  has  made  certain  recommendations  which  I 
agree  with.  These  include  strengthening  and  expanding  the  clinical  education  for  our 
students  in  the  areas  of  contact  lenses,  vision  therapy,  and  low  vision.  Another  area 
that  we  are  working  on  is  to  develop  modern  practice  management  methods  at  BOC, 
including  the  new  computer  system  and  having  all  of  the  faculty  and  students 
understand  the  appropriate  methods  to  bill  for  third  party  billing.  These  will  be  a  two 
or  three  year  challenge  for  us. 

What  was  the  outcome  of  the  Council  on  Optometric  Education's  accreditation  site 
visit  in  September  of  1 990? 

We  received  a  full,  five-year  accreditation.  The  report  is  a  well  balanced  report  that 

identifies  strengths  and  weaknesses  within  the  institution.    Some  of  the  strengths 

identified  were  the  dedication  and  quality  of  the  faculty,  the  unique  and  special 

International  and  POD  Accelerated  Programs,  and  the  strength  of  the  new  president 
and  his  administration. 

The  council  made  a  large  number  of  suggestions,  at  our  request,  regarding  the 
clinical  program.  The  report  contained  only  five  recommendations.  These  are  the 
issues  which  we  must  address.  Of  them,  there  were  two  that  pertained  to  the  clinical 
program.  One  was  to  hire  a  director  for  BOC  with  responsibility  for  patient  care, 
education,  and  faculty  and  fiscal  responsibilities,  which  has  already  been  done.  The 
other  is  to  strengthen  the  clinical  program,  particularly  in  the  areas  of  contact  lenses 
and  binocular  vision.  Steps  have  already  been  taken  to  address  these  issues. 

In  response  to  other  areas  of  concern  by  the  COE,  the  College  has  adopted  a  mission 
statement,  which  was  adopted  by  the  Board  in  May.  We  are  also  developing  a  clearly 
defined  chart  of  organization.  They  are  also  concerned  about  our  dependence  upon 
tuition  as  the  major  source  of  income. 

What  are  the  College's  five-year  objectives  in  the  area  of  Academic  Affairs? 

In  addition  to  the  restructuring  of  BOC,  one  of  the  goals  is  to  strengthen  the  bio- 
science  curriculum  to  meet  the  recommendations  of  the  ASCO  (Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges  of  Optometry)  task  force  and  to  prepare  students  for  the  new 
bioscience  content  outline  of  the  National  Board  examination. 

We  are  planning  to  remodel  our  facilities  to  better  meet  our  academic  needs  — 
designing  new  classrooms,  teaching  and  research  laboratories.  For  instance  in 
bioscience  a  teaching  laboratory  that  would  allow  us  to  teach  cadaver  dissection  in 
anatomy  and  to  expand  the  curriculum  in  microbiology  is  being  designed.  We  want 
to  have  a  pre-clinic  that  allows  for  greater  flexibility  so  that  any  course  that  we  wish 
to  teach  in  pre-clinic  can  be  taught  in  the  redesigned  facility.  We  are  also  going  to  try 
to  develop  state-of-the-art  research  laboratories  in  the  areas  of  vision  science  and 
biosciences.  I  would  also  like  to  increase  the  emphasis  of  the  faculty  on  conducting 
clinical  research.  The  research  committee,  under  Frank  Thorn,  is  working  on  a  plan 
to  expand  research  to  include  more  in  clinical  research  in  addition  to  the  basic  science 
area.  We  will  also  continue  our  efforts  to  recruit  faculty  with  expertise  and  a  national 
reputation.

Thank  you  for  taking  the  time  to  write.   We  surely 
appreciate  the  folks  back  home  caring  about  us. 

My  mission  here  was  to  fit  ammetropic  Apache 
helicopter  pilots  with  CL's  because  glasses  interfered 
with  the  sophisticated  headgear  and  sighting  devices 
used  in  the  aircraft.    Once  they  left  north  to  fight,  we 
provided  general  eye  care  to  the  troops.   Most  of  the 
latter  work  involved  treating  eye  infections  and 
trauma  and  removing  FB's,  etc.    I've  treated  Iraqi 
POW's  with  fragment  injuries,  as  well. 

We're  grateful  the  war  ended  quickly,  but  we  medical 
assets  will  not  be  coming  home  soon. 

The  SCUD  attacks  were  scary  and  real;  we  watched 
the  one  that  killed  those  soldiers  in  Dhahran  sail 
right  over  us,  before  it  hit  ten  seconds  later. 

I  miss  my  family  badly.    I  with  I  knew  when  we  could 
come  home.   It's  going  to  take  time. 

We  may  be  moving  to  Ft.  Devens,  Mass.,  in  July.   If 
so,  we'll  get  to  see  you  all.

^k        etrv  degrees  at  the  97th  annual  Commencement  on  Sunday,  May 

^k      26.  1991.  at  John  Hancock  Hall,  Boston.    President  Larry  R. 

^k  I    Clausen  presided  over  his  second  commencement  since  assuming 

^H    the  presidency  in  1990.    Dr.  Clausen  along  with  Dr.  Lester  M. 

H  Brackley,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  presented  the 
A.  ■  honorary  degree  Doctor  of  Humane  Letters  to  the  Honorable  John 
H.  Chafee,  United  Stated  Senator  from  Rhode  Island,  and  John  T.  Tynan, 
NEWENCO  treasurer. 

In  a  citation  Senator  Chafee  was  cited  for  his  "consistent  support  for 
optometry's  broader  participation  in  the  health  care  delivery  system." 
The  citation  continues,  "As  governor,  in  1966,  he  was  instrumental  in  the 
inclusion  of  optometry  as  a  full  participating  provider  in  the  then  newly 
created  Medicaid  Program  within  the  State  of  Rhode  Island.  The  oppor- 
tunity to  play  a  larger  role  in  the  evolution  of  our  profession  occurred  two 
decades  later.  As  a  ranking  member  of  the  Senate  Finance  Committee,  he 
labored  to  gain  congressional  acceptance  for  optometrists'  expanded  role 
under  Medicare.  It  was  through  his  efforts  that  the  Medicare  Amendments 
were  fully  accepted  by  Congress  in  the  Budget  Reconciliation  Act  of  1986. 
These  amendments  recognized  doctors  of  optometry  for  the  first  time  as 
equal  participants  in  our  nation's  federal  Medicare  Program." 

Mr.  Tynan,  who  has  served  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  since  1980,  was 
recognized  for  "nearly  50  years  of  exemplary  service  for  the  common  good 
and  public  well  being  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts."  He  served 
17  years  as  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives,  and 
in  1955,  he  became  Majority  Whip  of  the  House.  Later  he  served  as  budget 
director  of  the  House  Ways  and  Means  Committee  for  13  years.  Following 
his  retirement  from  government  service  in  1978,  he  seized  the  opportunity 
to  further  expand  his  role  of  public  servant.  Mr.  Tynan  presently  holds  the 
office  of  treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  chairs  its  Finance  and 
Audit  Committee. 

Following  the  conferring  of  honorary  degrees,  Lisa  Fanciullo,  valedic- 
torian of  the  Class  of  1991,  addressed  the  nearly  1200  graduates,  faculty 
members,  trustees,  and  guests.  In  her  remarks,  she  traced  the  history  of 
the  profession,  "having  its  roots  at  the  turn  of  the  century,  initially 
concerned  solely  with  the  prescription  of  spectacle  lenses."  She  contin- 
ued, "Techniques  of  electrodiagnosis  have  evolved  to  aid  us  in  the  diag- 
nosis and  management  of  ocular  disease.  While  some  optometrists  today, 
like  their  forbearers,  are  still  merchants  of  eyewear,  all  optometrists  are 
doctors  of  eyecare,  capable  of  providing  comprehensive  vision  services  for 
their  patients.  "  She  continued,  "As  doctors  of  optometry,  we  will  be 
entrusted  with  the  maintenance  of  this  precious  gift  of  sight.  Let  us  be 
acutely  mindful  of  this  trust  as  we  go  forth  to  begin  our  careers." 

Eight  members  of  the  50th  reunion  class  and  their  guests  joined  in  on 
the  graduation  festivities  beginning  with  the  honorary  degree  brunch 
held  at  the  Four  Seasons  Hotel,  prior  to  the  Commencement  ceremony.
